There probably never were more 
angry business men in Rushvilie all 
at one time than Saturday night when 
the electric lights all over the city 
went out. Business was at its heighth, 
hut had to he suspended when the 
lights, with a shudder, went out en­ 
tirely . 
The electric current had to he shut 
off because the feed pipe into the 
boilers at the water and light plant 
was limed up from the constant use 
of the hard city water and would not 
allow any water to flow through it 
into the boilers. 
There is an arrangement, it will he 
recalled, at the water and light plant 
so that river water can he pumped 
into the boilers. 
The river water is 
soft and does not cause lime to form 
in the steam pipes as is the case 
when the city water is used. 
The pump which forces the water 
from the river into a large tank at 
the plant got out of repair six weeks 
ago. 
The men at the plant, with 
some local assistance, made futile 
attempts to repair the pump. 
When 
they failed, they gave it up as a bad 
job and have been using the city 
water in the boilers ever since. 
The aux iliary valve in the pump 
needs repairing. 
It has been out of 
commission a few* times since the 
pump was installed and has been re­ 
paired in a half day . It is said that 
the valve wears in one place from 
constant friction and that it can be 
fix ed very easily . 
The continued use of the hard city 
water caused lime to collect in the 
feed pipe and the pump which carries 
the water from the heater into the 
boilers. 
The water flows from the 
reservoir into the heater, where it is 
heated to 212 degrees, and is then 
pumped into the boilers. 
When the 
lime stopped the flow of the water, 
there was nothing to do but to shut | 
• 
• 
I 
down the plant until the lime could be 
cleaned out of the pump and pipe. 
ft will be recalled that the city 
water ruined a set of boilers at the 
plant and when a new' set was pur­ 
chased, the city council was advised 
to arrange to run a pipeline from the 
river to the plant and pump river 
water for use in the boilers. 
This 
was done at great ex pense, but it was 
ex pected the cost would soon be made 
up by the saving on the boilers. 
If an investigation of the peculiar 
circumstances surrounding the fire 
of two weeks ago, which destroy ed 
the Masonic block and Frank Capp’s 
residence, is ordered at the regular 
council meeting Tuesday night, it may 
develop a lot of things, among them 
the reason, for the lack of water 
pressure at the fire and the reason 
why such negligence has been prac­ 
ticed at the plant. 
There is every reason to believe 
that an investigation will be ordered 
at 
the 
meeting 
tomorrow 
night. 
Every member of the city council is 
in favor of an inq uiry and May or 
Black has said that he will welcome 
one. 
The investigation may develop, it 
is reported, that the water was let 
out of the reservoir the Friday night 
before the big fire—which caused the 
supply to he low—because an em­ 
ploy e of the plant did n ot know an y 
better; because th at emp loye th ou gh t 
Con tin u ed on Page 6.

Jt was calculated, that 
if this were sent, it would he an in­ 
teresting piece of literature. 
Senator L. S. Overman of North 
Carolina chairman of the committee, 
said: 
“The documents produced by the 
World and identified by Mulhali have 
thrown light on the efforts that have

lation at Washington. Those accused 
may say what tl oy please about 
Mulhali, hut he brought the goods;

tw o week s of incessant agitation, is 
th a t the W ilson adm inistration, includ 
ing all the forces th at sup p ort it, is a 
unit against interv ention. 
The W ilson adm inistration is in 
clined to attach sm all im p ortance to 
the v iews of th e ’ thousands of A m eri­ 
cans in Mex ico in com p arison with its 
estim ate of the im p ortance of dom es­ 
tic legislativ e reform s to the 9 0,000,000 
citizens at home. Therefore Secretary 
B ry an truly rep resented the v iews of 
the adm inistration when m onths ago 
he adv ised a delegation of Am ericans

The issu e of the Canal Record of 
Ju ne 18 , besides the news of p rogress 
in the constru ction of the canal, con­ 
tained a list of the canal emp loy ees 
who du ring that week were eligible to 
receiv e canal medals for serv ice on 
th at great work or additional gold 
bars marking another y ear of serv ice 
on the p art of the older emp loy ees. It 
contained obitu ary notices and p ro­ 
mu lgated the fact that the treasu ry 
dep artm ent had consented to the cu s­

The colu mn of “social life” p roclaim­

The su icide climax started on Sat­ 
u rday, when a woman who said she 
was the real Mrs. Elliott and had ju st 
fou nd ou t where her hu sband was 
keeping himself, appeared at the flat 
of Mrs. Mary O’Day, where Elliott and 
Miss Sidley boarded. 
They were in 
their room. The real Mrs. Elliott was 
storming right in, bu t her hu sband ’3 
voice stopped her. 
He was pointing 
his revolver and saying: 
“I’ll shoot 
anybody that tries to interfere with 
my private bu siness.” 
Mrs. O’Day hastily dragged Mrs. El­ 
liott away. Mrs. Elliott departed, bu t 
stopped at a police station to say that 
her hu sband had deserted her. 
She 
told Mrs. O’Day that Ellen Sidley was 
her first cou sin and came here two 
years ago from Ireland to live with 
her.

Philadelphia, Au g. 4.—A recently u n­ 
earthed tablet brou ght 
to the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Pennsylvania’s 
mu seu m 
from Babylonia gives what is believed 
to be the first story of the creation, as 
well as one of the most wonderfu l ac­ 
cou nts of civilization in 2500 B. C. 
According to this story, which was 
written centu ries before the Christian 
era, the world was created by a god­ 
dess whose hair was black. When the 
world became so wicked that it had to 
be destroyed, the gods became angry 
at the goddess and pu t an end to 
everything with a flood, the only be­ 
ings saved being a man, Ziu gidda, and 
his family, with animals which he pu t 
in an ark. 
It contains all the essentials of the 
story of the creation and the flood as 
told in Genesis, and throws an im­ 
mense amou nt of light on the early 
ideas of the Babylonians and the Su - 
merians. 
Like the missing law's of Hamu rabi, 
w’hich were fou nd a fortnight ago at 
the u niversity by Dr. Ano Poebel, the 
new story of the creation and the flood 
was fou nd in going over an immense 
collection that contains hu ndreds of 
the most important docu ments which 
have been taken from the ru ins of the 
temples of Babylonia. 
This tablet, 
which is broken, is composed of three 
colu mns on each side, bu t the top of 
each side is missing. 
There is more 
that will be deciphered. 
Dr. Poeebel 
has another find which throws import­ 
ant light on history, which will be an­ 
nou nced later. 
In the story It appears that NIntu , 
a goddess, created mankind and she is 
fou nd lamenting the fact that the gods 
are bent u pon the destru ction of man. 
She speaks of hu man beings as "my 
creations.” 
Anu and Entil were the 
chief gods, the first being the god of 
heaven and the last being the god of 
earth. Nintu not only was the creator 
of mankind, bu t properly the patron 
goddess of marriage. Then comes the 
story of the creation. 
“Nintu (the black headed) created 
the hu man race * * * the fields of 
the grou nd produ ced abu ndance, the 
cattle and the fou r-legged beasts of 
the field, they (the gods) called into 
existence.” 
^ 
The beginning of the second colu mn 
is missing, bu t apparently the poem 
deals with the early history of man­ 
kind and especially of the activity of 
the gods, since the part that remains 
says the gods were at first satisfied 
with things and created seven cities, 
over each of w hich was a god. Priests 
were assigned to the cities and there­ 
after, that the people might live, the 
canals, the rivers and the streams 
were created and the cou ntry was wat­ 
ered so that the grain might grow and 
the people cou ld cu ltivate their lands. 
At the top of 
the third colu mn are 
scattered words which seem to indi­ 
wrath of the gods waa 
t man for some irapiou s- 
cate that t! 
kindled agai 
ness, 
i 
Enki, the 
two great re 
lorn, whom the 
consu lted on all 
god of wd 
gent gods 
occasions, held cou nsel with Anu , Entil 
and Nintu over the proposed destru c­ 
tion of mankind. 
Next comes a com 
plicated piece of poetry fu ll of paral­ 
lelisms 
like 
that 
of the 
Hebrew' 
psalms. The meaning of it all Is that 
Enki desired to save the hu man crea­ 
tu res and ordered Ziu gidda to stand bp 
a wall and listen, and he told him “by 
ou r command a rainstorm will be sent 
to destroy the seed of mankind. This 
is the decision of the assembly of the 
gods.” 
Then comes a description of the 
storms, which possesses great pow’er. 
After seven days Ziu gidda wras saved 
in a great boat, and then the su n god 
came forth and told him that he was 
safe. 
As in all Oriental tales, when an 
erring one is forgiven he is loaded 
with new honors and presents. So in 
this case the gods forgave the hu mans 
that existed at that time and gave 
them immortality, which they did not 
possess 
before. 
As 
to 
Ziu gidda 
(Noah) 
he w'as honored by being 
taken to an island in the Persian gu lf, 
where he lived in a sort of paradise, 
and many epics tell of how he w'as vis­ 
ited by heroes of later years. 
This 
tablet is believed to be the oldest that 
has been fou nd, as w’ell as one of the 
first that was ever written of the cre­ 
ation and the flood. If, as Is su pposed, 
the tablet is of abou t the time of Abra­ 
ham, it gives an idea of how the Jews 
got their first Idea of the creation and 
the flood.
